The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 99, line 12, after the word sensor, the words - to determine the stability - have 
been added. 

This change was made because the Shin reference determined stability and evaluates 
sensitivity, but does not evaluate sensitivity to determine stability. 

In claim 191, line 12, after the word oxygen, the words - to determine the stability - have 
been added. 

This change was made because the Shin reference determined stability and evaluates 
oxygen, but does not evaluate oxygen to determine stability. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 85-92, 94-105, 176, 178-181, 183, 185-188, 190, 192-195 and 239-242 define 
over the art in that none of the art determines stability from sensitivity, as claimed. 

Claims 93, 196-199, and 209-218 define over the art in that none of the art determines 
stability from the matched pair, as claimed. 

Claims 177, 184, 191, 200-208, 219-238, and 243-246 define over the art in that none of 
the art determines stability from a level of oxygen, as claimed.
